Conference With Bryan. . ., .=

Mindful of the danger threatening Arnericans in Eu-
rope, President Wilson summoned Secretary of State Bry-
an for a conference at the White House this afternoon to
arrange plans to utilize all Government machinery to
bring home Americans from continental couatries men-
aced by war. At the same time the State Department be-
gan preparation of a proclamation of neutrality as regards

the European war.

Steps considered at a conference between President
Wilson and Secretary Bryan last night contemplated the
cending of army and navy transports to bring American
refugees back from Europe because of the threatened tie-
up of ocean shipping now partially effective.

PLAN TO RELIEVE MAROONED AMERICANS.

The question considered by the Preal-
dent, and his premier this afterpoon
will be that of arrsnging for the dis-
tribution of certificates for money te
American refugees by diplomatic and
consular représentatives abroad, includ-
ing orders for the transportation home
of such refugees on any available ves-
sels.

While President Wilson and Secretary
Bryan were preparing to take up this
angle of the situation, Secretary of the
Treasury McAdoo was In conference at
the Treasury Department with Max
Mav and August Ulrich, representing
New York foreign exchanga bankers
plans of preventing a breakdown of
international banking machinery.

The State Department was beslegad
today by members of Congress who had
been appealed to for Government ald
in behalf of Americans abroad. Tele-
grams poured in on the department
from all parts of the country, asking
